Al About a Calf 


A case of considerable interest, 
juding by the large attendance in 
Court, was heard at a sitting of the 
District Court of the Calgary Dis- 
trict, held here on Monday, His 
Honor Judge Winters presiding. 

It was ali over a ‘certain red 
steer or bull calf,” which William 
Gorman, a signalman of Nightin- 
gale, averred had been unlawfnily 
and without bis leave, been brand- 
ed by Hairy Hilton, a firmer at 
Nightingale. 

Gorman in his Statement of 
Claim asked for a declaration of the 
Court that the calf was his property; 
that Hilton be required to vent the 
brand ; damages in the sum of 
$200. 

Hilton in his Statement of De- 
tence averred that the calf was his, 
asking delivery of same, and claim- 
ed $200 damages. 

Gorman and his wife gave evid- 
ence tothe effect that the calt.in 
question was one bought by Gor- 
man trom Southwell, of Nightingale 
in May 1918, and that practically it 
had never left his place. Asked 
why it had come to be branded with 
Hilton's brand, Gorman could give 
no explanation at all. Southwell 
believed that the calf was the one 
he had sold, but’ was not prepared 
to swear that it was. The other 
Witnesses were mostly Russians 
employed on the C.N.R. who testi- 
fied to a more or less acquaintance 
with the calf, 

Hilton was most emphatic that 
the calf was his, the offspring of his 
milch cow, that it was branded in 
July 1918 by his neighbor Mr Cott, 
and that after his cattle were round- 
ed np that fall, he was shy one calf 
No more was heard of the calf until 
May of this year, when Gorman 
called on Hilton ard told him that 
he had in his possession a calf bear- 
ing his (Hilton's) brand. Gorman 
claimed the calf as his, while Hilton 
disputed his right to it. 

Mr Cott of Nigitingale, swore to 
branding the calf, and was prepar- 
ed to say the calf now in Gorman's 
possession was Hilton's. 

The calf was present as a produce 
tion in the case and was the subject 
of much interest and attention from 
the large numbers present at the 
trial: 

After hearing the evidence Judge 
Winter reserved judgement, stating 
that he would hear Counsel in Cal- 
gary before giving his decision.

Most people have read Kip- 
jing’s poem, ‘*Tommy Atkins,” 
in which he told how, whea war 
was on, the soldier was the man 
of the hour, but tm peace he was 
very much out in the cold. It 
was written before the Great 
War, and it was thought that it 
would not be applicable to the 
circumstances following on that 
war, but apparently it is as true 
as ever. judging from the way 
the Union Government has 
treated the requests of the re- 
turned men 

The Canadian Government 
says that the financial condition 
of the country does not permit of 
any eXtension of the present 
allowance that has been made to 
the soldier on discharge. The 
German Government says that it 
cannot pay the indemnity charg- 
ed up «o it, but it will pay it, 
being the losing party. Canada 
has no indemnity to pay, having 
won, but yet, according to the 
Government, it cannot pay tne 
men who helped to win the war 
for itan amount sufficient to set 
them up in civil life again and 
compensate them for the years 
they have lost
